Supplementary  to  an  act  concerning  streets  and  sewers,  in  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  approved  January  six,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  (General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  ihe  same ,  That  when  any  appeal  shall 
be  taken  from  any  appraisement  or  assessment,  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
the  lien  of  such  assessment  shall  continue  tor  six 
months  after  the  final  determination  of  such  appeal, 
and  the  time  for  filing  said  liens  shall  be  extended 
until  the  expiration  of  six  months  after  such  final 
determination  of  said  appeal. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  term  owmers,  in  said  act,  shall 
be  construed  to  include  all  corpoiations,  pub¬ 
lic,  private  and  municipal ;  and  whenever  any  judg¬ 
ment  may  be  obtained  against  any  such  corporation 
or  association,  the  same  shall  and  mav  be  collected 
as  other  judgments  against  such  corporations  are,  by

AH  ACT 

Regulating  the  Assessment  of  City  Taxes  in  the  City  of 

Pittsburgh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met ,  and,  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same ,  That  the  fourth  section  of  the 
act  of  assembly,  approved  the  eleventh  day  of  April 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitle  Fourth  se£tionof 
“An  Act  to  authorize  the  councils  of  the  city  nf,ai862.f  Apnl 
Pittsburgh  to  compromise  with  the  holders  of  the 
bonds  of  the  said  city,  issued  in  payment  of  sub 
scriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  certain  railroad 
companies,”  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  a 
specific  and  separate  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  contemplated  in  said  act ;  but  the  same  shall 
be  included  in  and  levied  as  a  part  of  the  regular 
city  taxes. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  true  meaning  and  construction 
of  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  assembly,  ap  *ffoU“Kcn-s 
proved  the  fourth  day  of  January,  one  thousan  fan-y^m 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  entitled  “An  Act  to 
enable  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  to  raise  additional  rev¬ 
enue,”  is,  that  tire  annual  business  tax,  authorized 
by  said  section,  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon 
the  estimated  yearly  business  and  yearly  receipts 
of  the  persons,  companies  and  institutions,  liable  to 
said  tax. 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  neces  Councils  au- 
sary  revenue  to  meet  the  interest,  and  pay  the  debt  justice  of  a<1~ 
and  compromise  bonds  of  said  city,  and  defray  the 
ordinary  city  expenses,  the  councils  of  said  city,  in 
making  the  annual  levy  of  taxes,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  adjust  the  rate  of  taxation 
upon  the  different  subjects  now  liable,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  liable,  to  taxation  for  city  purposes,  in 
such  a  manner  as  they  may  think  just  and  equitable 
without  regard  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions 
contained  in  the  former  acts  of  assembly.

AN  ACT 

Creating1  a  board  for  the  erection  of  a  city  ball,  in  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh. 

Whereas,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of 
Pittsburgh,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  councils 
of  October  twenty-ninth,  Anno  Domini  one  thous¬ 
and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  have  contracted 
with  Lyon,  Shorb  and  company,  tor  the  purchase  of 
a  lot  of  ground  on  Smithfield  str  et,  in  said  city,  and 
propose  to  erect  thereon  buildings  for  city  offices  : 

And  whereas ,  It  is  necessary  that  the  cost  thereof 
he  provided  for  by  additional  taxation  ;  and  it  is 
desirable,  that  the  construction  of  said  buildings 
should  be  under  the  control  of  persons  not  subject 
to  removal,  by  expiration  of  term  of  office,  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  councils  : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  within  thirty  days  after 
the  organization  of  the  commissioners  appointed  and 
provided  for  in  this  act,  and  during  the  month  c  f 
January,  in  each  year  thereafter,  said  commissioners 
shall  levy  and  assess  a  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  mills 
on  the  dollar,  on  all  property  in  said  city  now,  by 
law,  taxable  for  state  and  county  purposes,  to  be  de¬ 
nominated  a  city  building  tax,  for  the  express  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  providing  the  means  for  car¬ 
rying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  said  tax 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  duplicates  of  said  city,  in 
a  separate  column,  headed  city  buildings,  and  shall 
be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  other  city  taxes  are  now,  by  law,  collectable; 
and  all  laws,  now  in  force,  relating  to  the  col  led  ion 
and  lien  of  taxes  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  shall  be 
applicable  to  the  taxes  levied  under  this  act ;  the 
taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  kept  by  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  city,  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
funds  of  said  city,  and  denominated  “the  city  build¬ 
ing  fund/’  and  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  pur¬ 
poses  herein  set  forth,  and  no  other,  and  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  treasurer  in  the  manner  here  natter 
provided,  and  not  otherwise  :  Provided ,  That  when¬ 
ever  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  has  been  levied 
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and  collected  to  pay  the  purchase  money  of  said  lot 
of  ground,  and  the  cost  of  the  erection,  construction 
and  furnishing  the  building,  and  incidental  expenses 
connected  therewith,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
authority  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  2.  That  James  M’Auley,  Thomas  Steel,  Wil  -  Commissioners 
liam  Phillips,  Jared  M.  Brush,  John  Hai  e,  William  appomted- 
M.  Lyon  and  William  Holmes,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  act,  to  be  de¬ 
nominated  the  Commissioners  of  City  Building; 
said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  select  council  Meeting, 
chamber,  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  at  three  o’clock,  P.  M., 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  organization, 
as  president  of  the  board,  and  one  other  of  their 
number  as  secretary  :  Provided ,  that  if  a  majority  of  Proviso- 
said  commissioners  shall  not  attend,  at  the  time  and 
place  specified,  the  member  or  memberspresent 
shall  have  authority  to  adjourn  to  such  other  time 
and  place  as  he  or  they  may  deem  proper,  and  give 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  in  the  pa¬ 
pers  authorized  to  do  the  city  printing.

The  said  commissioners  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  to  rent  a  suitable  office  for  the 
transaction  of  their  business,  and  to  employ  such 
competent  assistants  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  commissioners  shall  keep  full 
and  perfect  minutes  of  all  their  proceedings  in 
books  which  shall  at  all  proper  times  be  kept  open 
fo?  the  inspection  ot  any  committee  duly  appointed 
by  councils  for  that  purpose ;  and  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  make  to  councils  reports  of  their  pro¬ 
ceeding,  and  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended 
by  them,  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  said  coun¬ 
cils,  in  December,  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  12.  When  said  buildings  shall  be  fully  com¬ 
pleted  and  ready  for  occupancy,  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  notify  councils  of  the  fact,  and  there¬ 
after  said  buildings  and  appurtenances  shall  be  un¬ 
der  the  control  and  management  of  said  councils,  or 
such  persons  as  they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  13.  When  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act 
shall  have  been  completed,  and  all  debts  contracted 
in  pursuance  of  same  paid  and  discharged,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  make  a  report 
thereof  to  the,  district  court  of  the  county  of  Alle¬ 
gheny,  and  file  therewith  an  account  of  all  moneys 
disbursed  by  them  ;  and  when  said  account  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  court,  the  said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  be  discharged  from  the  fuither  execu¬ 
tion  of  the  trust ;  and  any  balance  remaining  in 
said  city  building  fund,  shall  be  transferred  by  the 
city  treasurer  to  the  sinking  fund,  provided  by  an 
act  entitled  “An  Act  to  limit  the  indebtedness,  and 
to  provide  for  the  gradual  extinguishment  of  the 
debt  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  said  city/’ 
approved  the  sixth  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  select  and  common  SSHfedtopass 
councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  shall  be  and  are  nances  relative 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  pass  ordi nan-  iufilSllS? of 
ces  to  prevent  any  person  from  erecting,  within  the 
limits  of  said  city,  any  buildings  the  walls  of  which 
are  not  composed  entirely  of  incombustible  mate¬ 
rials,  to  prescribe  the  thickness  ol  walls  and  the 
mode  of  construction  thereof,  to  prevent  the  dan¬ 
gerous  construction  and  condition  of  chimney  fire 
places,  hearth  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers  and 
apparatus  used  in  and  about  any  building  or  man¬ 
ufactory,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or 
placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition,  when  consid¬ 
ered  dangerous,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing  or 
re-building  of  wooden  buildings,  when  the  same 
shall  have  been  damaged  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the 
manner  of  ascertaining  such  damages  :  Provided ,  Proviso. 
That  whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  feel 
himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  any  officers  of 
said  city,  or  other  person  empowered  by  them  to 
act  in  the  premises,  said  parties  shall  have  the  right 
to  present  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  ot  the 
county  of  Allegheny,  or  any  judge  thereof,  a  peti¬ 
tion  setting  forth  the  facts,  whereupon,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  court,  or  any  judge  thereof,  to  hear 
the  parties,  and  make  such  orders  as  they  may  deem 
right  and  proper :  And  provided  further ,  That  saidpr0viso.

The  expense  incurred,  in  the  purchase  of 
said  lot,  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  ex¬ 
penditures  heretofore  authorized  by  tbe  act  to  which 
this  is  a  supplement :  Provided,  That  whenever  any 
portion  of  said  lot  has  been  sold,  the  purchase

For  the  better  regulation  of  Public  Halls  and  places  of  Amuse¬ 
ment,  in  the  Cities  of  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Pepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  pas-  sage  ways^  in 
sa^e  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  lor  the  own-  han^&c™ not 
ers  or  lessees  ol  any  public  hail,  or  place  ol  amuse-  ed. 
ment  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  obstruct  or 
allow  to  be  obstructed  by  others,  any  of  the  aisles 
or  passage  ways,  in  the  auditorium  of  said  halls  or 
places  of  amusement,  by  placing  therein  any 
benches,  chairs,  stools  or  other  articles  that  may 
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prevent  free  egress  or  ingress  during  tlie  hours  that 
said  places  may  be  open  to  the  public.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same ,  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  Boundaries, 
of  Pittsburgh  shall  hereafter  be  as  follows:  Begin¬ 
ning  on  the  southern  side  of  the  Ohio  river,  on  the 
line  separating  the  borough  of  Temperanceviile 
from  the  township  of  Chartiers,  and  by  said  line 
southwardly  to  the  line  of  Union  township,  Alle¬ 
gheny  county;  thence  eastwardly  b}7  a  line,  to  be  Commission to 
run  and  marked  by  a  commission,  consisting  of  the  jALcertain 
recording  regulators  of  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and 
Allegheny,  and  the  borough  of  Birmingham,  by  the 
valley  of  Saw  Mill  run,  the  southern  lines  of  the 
Murray  and  Knox  farms,  until  it  reaches  Baldwin 
township,  at  Beck’s  run,  about  one  mile  from  the 
mouth  of  said  run  ;  thence  by  the  said  run  to  the

~  wardri.tory  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-eight,  provide  by  ordinance  for  dividing 
and  arranging  the  territory  of  said  city  into  wards 
in  such  manner  as  to  make  not  more  than  forty 
wards:  And  provided  further,  That  in  July,  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  in  July  of 
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every  fourth  year  thereafter,  the  representatives  of  0^repre®en“a-at 
each  ward  in  the  select  and  common  councils  shall  ® elect 
be  apportioned  in  the  manner  iollowing,  to  wit:  A  co^ncnl”1011

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who,  at  the  time  of  any  elec¬ 
tion  of  municipal  officers,  is  a  qualified  voter  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  for  county  officers,  and  who 
shall  have  actually  resided  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  not  less  than  six  months,  and  within  the  limits 
of  the  election  district  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  not 
less  than  ten  days  immediately  preceding  the  day  of 
election,  and  shall  have  been  assessed  for  city  taxes 
during  the  current  year  and  shall  have  paid  said 
taxes  in  full,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  voter  for 
municipal  officers ;  and  to  preserve  the  purity  of 
elections  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to 
deliver  to  the  judges  and  inspectors  of  election,  in 
each  election  precinct,  a  list  of  all  persons  assessed 
therein  for  city  taxes  during  the  current  year,  and 
to  note  on  said  list  the  names  of  all  such  persons  as 
shall  have  paid  said  taxes  in  full  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  next  preceding  the  day  of  election  ;  said 
list  shall  be  attested  by  the  treasurer  and  be  deliv¬ 
ered  before  the  opening  of  the  polls,  and  shall  be 
received  by  said  judges  and  inspectors  as  sufficient 
evidence  that  the  persons  whose  names  are  so  noted 
have  paid  said  taxes  :  Provided ,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  assessors  of  each  ward,  returning  real 
estate,  to  mark  in  the  margin  of  his  book,  opposite 
the  property  of  any  taxable  used  for  agricultural 
purposes,  the  word  “Rural  ;’5  and  upon  any  prop¬ 
erty  so  returned  there  shall  be  assessed  and  collected 
only  two-thirds  of  the  rate  for  city  taxation  that 
shall  be  assessed  and  collected  upon  other  real  estate 
within  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  corporate  authority  of  the  muni¬

That  if  any  constable,  marshal,  collec¬ 
tor  of  taxes  or  other  municipal  officer  shall  neglect 
or  refuse,  on  demand  made  for  that  purpose  by  the 
person  entitled  thereto,  his  agent  or  attorney,  to  pay 
all  moneys  by  him  received  in  his  official  capacity 
for  the  use  of  such  person,  the  securities  of  any 
such  officer,  or  any  one  of  them,  may  give  notice  to 
the  citv  councils  of  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  such 
officer  to  pay  over  moneys  by  him  collected,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  and  that  he  or  they  are  unwil¬ 
ling  to  continue  as  security  for  such  officer  ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  councils,  upon  such  notice 
being  given,  to  immediately  inform  such  delinquent 
officer  in  writing  of  the  refusal  of  his  securities  to 
continue  as  such,  and  that  he  is  required  to  give 
newT  bond,  conditioned  according  to  law ;  and  if 
such  officer  shall  give  such  new  bond  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  councils,  within  ten  days  after  re¬ 
ceiving  such  notice,  the  securities  upon  the  first

annual  salary,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  out  of  the  city 
treasury,  as  the  councils  may,  by  ordinance,  pre¬ 
scribe.

The  mayor  of  the  city  shall  be  its  chief 
executive  officer,  and  the  conservator  of  its  peace;

seal  of  the  city  in  his  charge,  and  shall  sign  all  com¬ 
missions,  licenses  and  permits  authorized  or  granted 
by  the  city  councils,  and  such  other  acts  or  papers  as 
may  by  ordinance,  require  his  certificate  ;  and  it 
shall  be  his  special  duty  to  cause  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  to  be  faithfully  and  constantly  obeyed.

in  writing  to  the  city  attorney,  any  default  or  delin¬ 
quency  of  any  receiving  or  disbursing  city  officers, 
which  he  may  discover  in  their  accounts;  he  shall 
have  authority  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations 
to  any  person  engaged  in  receiving  or  disbursing 
the  city  moneys,  and  to  all  persons  presenting  claims 
or  accounts  against  the  city.

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AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  an  act  Incorporating  the  City  of  Pittsburgh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  the  officers  of  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh  elected  on  the  tenth  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  assembly, 
entitled  “A  further  supplement  to  the  acts  incor¬ 
porating  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  so  forth/’  ap¬ 
proved  the  sixth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  shall  hold  their  offices  re¬ 
spectively  until  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  at  all  municipal  and  ward  elections, 
shall  hereafter  vote  by  tickets  printed  or  written,  or 
partly  printed  and  partly  written,  severally  classified 
as  follows  :  One  ticket  shall  embrace  the  names  of 
all  city  officers  voted  for  and  be  labelled  “city 
one  ticket  shail  embrace  the  names  of  all  candidates 
for  the  city  councils  voted  for  and  be  labelled 
“councils  and  one  ticket  shall  embrace  the  names 
of  all  school  directors  and  other  ward  officers  voted 
for  and  be  labelled  “ward;”  and  each  class  of  tickets 
shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate  ballot-box,  and  the 
return  of  votes  for  city  officers  and  members  of 
councils  shall  be  made  and  counted  in  the  same 
manner  as  heretofore  provided  for  city  elections,  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  the  mayor 
within  three  days  after  said  election,  and  by  him 
delivered  to  the  councils  on  the  day  of  their  organ¬ 
ization. 

Sec.  3.  Each  ward  shall  be  entitled  to  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  select  council,  who  shall  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  two  years  :  Provided  however ,  That  at 
the  election  to  be  held  in  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty- eight,  one  of  the  members 
for  each  ward  shall  be  elected  for  one  year  and  the 
other  for  two  years. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-eight,  and  in  the  month  of  July 
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every  fourth  year  thereafter  the  members  of  the  ™bfrtho0f 
common  council  shall  he  apportioned  in  the  fol-  Sm2o”coL- 
lowing  manner :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the cil* 
assessor  of  each  ward  to  return  under  oath  a  true 
and  exact  return  of  resident  taxables  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  common  ccuncii  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year  when  an  apportionment  is 
to  be  made  ;  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  councils 
thereafter  a  joint  committee  of  five,  two  from  the 
select  and  three  from  the  common  council,  shall  be 
appointed  who  shall  examine  the  said  returns  and 
divide  the  whole  number  of  taxables  by  sixty,  and 
the  quotient  shall  be  the  ratio  of  representation  : 

Provided ,  however ,  That  each  ward  shall  have  at  Proviso, 
least  two  members.

Sec.  5.  That  all  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  state  5jta“Jcation  of 
and  county  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  vot '  at  all 
elections  held  in  and  for  said  city  ;  and  so  much  of 
the  sixth  section  of  the  act  of  April  sixth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  aforesaid, 
as  requires  the  city  treasurer  to  deliver  to  the  judges 
and  inspectors  of  elections  in  each  precinct  a  list  of 
persons  assessed  therein  for  city  taxes  during  the 
current  year,  is  hereby  repealed.

any  building  or  addition  to  or  restoration  of  any 
part  of  any  building  unless  the  outer  walls  thereof 
be  made  ot  brick,  stone,  mortar,  iron,  or  other  in¬ 
combustible  material,  and  also  to  appoint  an  in-  To^appomt  in¬ 
spector  or  other  officer  to  visit  and  inspect  new  buildings, 
buildings  during  the  progress  of  their  construction, 
and  to  notify  the  owners  or  builders  thereof  of  any 
part  which  he  may  deem  unsafe  or  dangerous  or 
which  may  not  be  sufficiently  guarded  against  dam¬ 
age  by  fire,  and  to  prohibit  the  same  under  such 
regulations  as  may  by  ordinance  be  directed,  and 
section  ninth  of  the  act  of  assembly,  approved  April 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
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is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided ,  That  the  councils  of 
said  city  shall  be  authorized  to  exempt  from  any  of

The  presidents  of  councils  shall  appoint 
all  standing  and  special  committees,  all  committees 
being  joint  except  where  the  business  pertains  to  one 
branch  alone,  and  in  all  committees  the  common 
council  shall  preponderate  in  numbers  and  have  a 
majority  of  at  least  one,  and  so  much  of  the  twen¬ 
ty-third  section  of  the  said  act  of  April  sixth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  as  requires 
each  council  to  appoint  separate  standing  commit¬

Sec.  14.  Hereafter  the  mayor,  controller  and  treas-  cit^officer^to

Whereas,  the  thirty-third,  thirty-fourth 
and  thirty-filth  sections  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of 
April  sixth,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  provide  for  the  assessment  of  a  special  tax 
for  the  excess  of  the  separate  indebtedness  of  each 
city,  borough  and  township  within  the  present  limits 
of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh :  And  whereas,  the  coun¬ 
cils  of  said  city  have  in  accordance  with  existing 
laws  made  appropriations  for  the  amount  of  inter¬ 
est  accruing  upon  the  indebtedness  of  said  city,  and 
such  special  tax  when  collected  will  be  in  excess  of 
the  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  said  in¬ 
terest  ;  therefore  the  said  councils  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  change  or  modify  the  appropriations  and 
assessments  made  as  aforesaid  for  the  year  one  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  if  such  action 
shall  become  necessary. 

No  part  of  the  separate  indebtedness 
of  the  old  city  of  Pittsburgh  or  any  ftf  the  districts 
incorporated  therewith  as  ascertained  and  fixed  un¬ 
der  the  provisions  of  the  thirty-third  section  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  or  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  in  any  manner  be  assessed  upon 
any  other  of  the  districts  consolidated  therewith, 
nor  be  payable  out  of  the  revenue  arising  from  as¬ 
sessments  or  taxation  therein,  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  said  act  being  that  the  separate  indebt¬ 
edness  of  each  of  said  districts  shall  be  paid  from 
the  revenue  derived  from  the  special  tax  to  be  levied 
in  said  district. 

Sec.  17.  That  so  much  of  the  act  approved  April 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  entitled  “  An  Act  concerning  the  setting  of 
curb-stones  and  paving  side-walks  in  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh,”  as  limits  the  power  of  the  councils  of

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  for  the  Fiscal 

Year  ending  January  31,  1868. 


To  the  Market  Committee : 

Gentlemen  : — In  submitting  my  report,  I  beg  leave  to  call 
your  attention  to  tlie  improvements  made  in  the  Market 
Houses  during  the  year,  in  the  way  of  new  benches  in  both 
houses,  and  flagging  the  floor  in  the  eastern  house.  I  wTould 
earnestly  recommend  the  laying  of  a  flagstone  pavement  in 
the  western  Market  House  as  soon  as  possible.  Bv  resolution 
of  your  Committee  the  dry  goods  stands  in  the  western  House 
were  removed  and  the  stands  rented  for  general  market  pur¬ 
poses,  which  I  have  found  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  markets, 
and  suggest  that  no  change  be  made  in  this  respect.  In  closing 
my  report  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  retiring  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  co-operation  in  the  suggested  improvements 
in  the  markets,  and  their  general  assistance  in  the  performance 
of  my  official  duty.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh - 

Gentlemen — The  Water  Committee  herewith  present  the 
annual  reports  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  Water  Works, 
and  desire  to  call  attention  to  several  important  matters  con¬ 
nected  therewith,  which  will  require  careful  consideration  and 
action  by  Councils. 

It  has  become  evident  from  the  rapid  increase  of  population 
and  manufactories  along  the  shores  of  the  Allegheny,  that  a 
change  in  the  location  of  the  Works,  and  perhaps  in  the  source 
of  supply,  is  now  absolutely  necessary.  In  view  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  subject,  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
Special  Commission  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  feasi¬ 
bility  and  expense  of  procuring  pure  water  from  the  Allegheny, 
or  other  streams,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  may 
properly  come  within  the  scope  of  such  a  Committee. 

Pending  examination  and  report  upon  new  works,  it  is  evident 
that  the  existing  works  can  be  adapted  to  supply,  for  a  time, 
the  old  city  and  nearly  all  of  Lawrenceville,  Pitt  and  Oakland 
districts,  in  which  extensions  of  mains  should  at  once  be  made, 
to  supply  a  large  population  now  very  imperfectly  supplied 
with  wrnter  and  entirely  destitute  of  protection  against  fire. — 
To  supply  the  district  named,  an  expenditure  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  should  be  made  this  season.  And 
as  Councils  have  already  applied  for  legislation,  to  enable  the 
city  to  borrow  money,  to  be  expended  in  improving  and  ex¬ 
tending  the  Works,  when  procured,  this  matter  will  doubtless 
receive  prompt  attention. 

In  the  Superintendent’s  report  it  is  stated  that  the  new  en¬ 
gine  and  one  line  of  river  pipe  furnished  the  city  during  the 
larger  part  of  the  past  year  with  a  full  and  satisfactory  supply 
of  water,  the  other  engine  and  line  of  river  pipe  being  out  of 
order.  The  entire  wrorks  must  be  placed  in  complete  order, 
and  able  at  any  time  to  meet  any  contingency  within  their 
capacity. 
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In  making  needed  additions  and  repairs  at  the  lower  works, 
it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  make  a  change  in  the  old 
engine,  and  to  substitute  in  place  thereof  either  a  Cornish  or 
some  other  style  of  improved  pumping  engine.  Such  an  en¬ 
gine  could  ultimately  become  a  portion  of  the  machinery  in 
new  works,  though,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  as  years  must 
elapse  before  they  are  completed,  in  the  meantime  the  exist¬ 
ing  works  must  be  maintained  and  somewhat  extended. 

To  enable  the  officers  of  the  works  to  exercise  entire  con¬ 
trol  over  the  supply  of  water,  and  the  revenue  therefrom,  it 
is  desirable  that  Councils  enact  for  this  city  ordinances  and 
regulations  similar  to  those  in  force  in  other  cities  ;  regulating 
the  strength  of  plumbing  material  and  style  of  attachments  to 
the  public  pipes.  To  ao  this  effectively,  all  plumbers  should 
be  licensed  by  the  Water  Committee,  and  give  satisfactory 
bonds  for  faithful  adherence  to  the  laws  and  regulations  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  city  Water  Works.  It  should  be  imperative  that 
no  pipe  save  of  extra  strength  should  be  used  for  any  purpose 
in  the  upper  district,  nor  in  the  lower  district,  outside  of  the 
curb.  No  street  or  alley  should  be  paved  or  repaved  without 
all  abandoned  water  attachments  being  first  carefully  removed. 
And  in  laying  Nicholson  pavement,  each  lot  owner  should  be 
required  to  put  in  water  pipe  of  extra  strength  in  the  inside 
of  the  curb  before  the  pavement  is  laid. 

Much  annoyance  occurs  from  unequal  rates  charged  large 
consumers.  To  render  the  same  uniform,  all  assessments 
under  Special  Rates  and  tor  building  purposes,  should  be 
made  on  returns  rendered  under  oath  by  the  consumer  in  the 
same  manner  that  returns  of  business  taxes  are  now  made. 

It  is  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  Committee  that  all 
establishments  using  largely,  as  well  as  manufacturers  supplied 
occasionally,  should  be  required  to  putin  meters  at  their  own 
cost,  of  patterns  approved  by  and  subject  to  full  control  of  the 
water  authorities,  and  that  such  consumers  should  be  charged 
the  rate  per  thousand  gallons  which  the  meter  shall  register. 
It  is  not  desired  by  this  to  increase  the  rate  of  charge,  but  to 
guard  against  the  immense  waste  of  water  prevalent  in  nearly 
all  large  establishments.  All  consumers  required  to  put  in 
meters  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  so  to  do,  should  be  charged 
full  rates  or  be  cut  off',  as  may  be  deemed  most  desirable. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year,  b)  direction  of  Councils,  new 
pipe  was  laid  on  Wood  street,  and  the  Committee,  for  reasons 
satisfactory  to  them,  did  not  collect  the  full  amount  of  cost  of 
the  Liberty  street  pipe  from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  hence  the  expenditures  are  in  excess  of  funds  provided 
by  appropriations  and  loans  authorized  by  Councils,  ana  are 
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rendered  for  eleven  months  only,  though  comparison  with 
former  years  will  show  the  amount  (considering  the  labor 
performed,,)  is  lower  than  for  some  years. 

There  is  a  marked  and  gratifying  increase  of  revenue, 
amounting  to  $24,168  21  over  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  ENGINEER  OF 

WATER  WORKS. 


To  the  Water  Committee : 

Gentlemen — The  following  statement  of  the  operations 
of  the  Water  Works  for  the  year  ending  January  SI,  1868,  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

During  the  year  extensive  additions  have  been  made  of 
leading  mains,  among  the  more  important  of  which  may  be 
named  the  large  pipe  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  now  affording 
a  full  and  entirely  satisfactory  supply  to  that  section,  while  the 
new  lines  on  Liberty  from  Carson  to  Clymer,  and  on  Butler 
from  Baldwin  to  Taylor  streets,  remedy  a  long  existing  defi¬ 
ciency  in  supply  and  furnish  much  better  protection  in  case  of 
fire.  The  work  so  well  done  in  the  past  year  should  be  con¬ 
tinued,  and  new  mains  laid  of  larger  capacity  on  Smithfield 
street,  from  Fifth  to  Water  streets.  Larger  pipe  will  be 
needed  and  must  be  laid  on  several  other  streets  in  the  lower 
wards  as  rapidly  as  means  can  be  procured.  The  pipe  taken 
out  of  Wood  street  was  found  to  be  so  utterly  useless  that  it 
had  to  be  broken  up.  The  pipe  taken  out  of  Pennsylvania 
Avenue  was  relaid  on  various  streets  in  the  hilly  portions  of 
the  Sixth  and  Eighth  wards,  effecting  the  object  desired  and 
enabling  a  larger  amount  of  extensions  to  be  made  than  had 
been  expected  could  have  been  done  with  the  amount  of  ap¬ 
propriations. 

The  existing  works  must  be  abandoned  as  soon  as  practica¬ 
ble  to  get  rid  of  the  sewerage  and  filth  thrown  in  the  river 
above  the  supply  pipes,  and  no  delay  should  be  permitted,  but 
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prompt  action  taken  to  select  sites  and  plans  for  new  works, 
which  the  dense  population  of  the  old  and  new  districts  of  the 
city  already  require. 

To  enable  the  works  to  answer  the  demands  likely  to  be 
made  upon  them,  it  is  essential  that  the  old  engine  should  be 
thoroughly  repaired  or  replaced  with  a  new  one  of  similar  or 
improved  style.  The  present  pump  has  one  broken  chamber 
and  is  scarcely  worth  repairing.  To  afford  better  security 
against  accident  and  render  the  works  fully  effective,  a  new 
set  of  boilers  must  be  procured  similar  to  those  put  in  the 
works  in  1866;  the  old  cylinder  boilers  have  not  sufficient  ca¬ 
pacity  to  supply  the  new  engine  with  steam. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  vear  one  line  of  our  river  pipe  be¬ 
came  obstructed  with  drift  and  sand,  and  cannot  be  used, 
hence,  as  sufficient  water  could  not  be  get  through  one  line  of 
pipe  to  supply  both  pumps  during  the  period  of  low  water,  the 
new  engine  alone  supplied  the  entire  city. 

The  boilers  in  the  Upper  Works  have  been  in  use  over 
seventeen  years;  new  boilers  should  be  contracted  for  imme¬ 
diately  and  the  machinery  somewhat  altered  and  improved. 
As  is  well  known,  the  old  basin  has  not  sufficient  capacity  to 
supply  the  city  for  over  twenty-four  hours.  An  increase  in  size 
must  soon  be  resorted  to  if  the  entire  works  are  not  removed 
and  the  basins  placed  at  higher  points,  whence  the  entire  dis¬ 
trict  can  be  furnished. 

The  reservoirs  were  cleaned  at  the  usual  time.  During  the 
early  part  of  the  winter  the  wall  on  Bedford  avenue,  adjoining 
the  upper  engine  house,  gave  way  and  will  require  rebuilding 
as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

The  running  time  of  the  lower  works  was  28f  hours  per 
day;  of  this  time  the  new  engine  ran  an  average  of  25|  hours 
per  day,  and  the  old  engine  ran  3J-  hours  per  day.  This  shows 
a  total  decrease  of  3J  hours  per  day  over  last  year.  Average 
daily  consumption  of  coal  646J  bushels  per  day,  a  decrease  of 
61f  bushels  per  day  over  last  year.  Average  daily  supply  of 
water  1,084,631  cubic  feet. 

The  running  time  of  the  upper  works  was  15J  hours  per 
day,  an  increase  of  fifty  minutes  per  day  over  last  year.  CoaL 
consumed,  227  bushels  per  day,  an  increase  of  46  bushels  per 
day  over  last  year.  Average  daily  supply  of  water,  194,680 
cubic  feet.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STREET  COMMITTEE^  1867, 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh : 


Gentlemen; — The  Street  Committee  respectfully  present 
their  report  for  the  past  year,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  of  work  performed  has  been  much  greater  than  that 
of  any  former  year,  the  amount  expended  for  paving  and 
grading  being  $89,414  73  ;  for  sewerage,  $98,299  79  ;  for 
opening  streets,  $43,500  00;  and  for  Nicholson  pavement, 
$18,048  12.  Total,  $249,262  64,  or  about  times  as  great  an 
expenditure  as  the  year  preceding.  This  increase  of  work  has 
necessarily  caused  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  labors  of 
the  Committee  and  their  officers.  They  have  endeavored,  in 
the  awarding  of  contracts  and  in  the  determination  of  all 
questions  presented  to  them,  to  act  with  impartiality,  and  faith¬ 
fully  to  secure  the  interests  of  the  city  anc!  the  citizens. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  work  done  by  contract 
has  been  more  faithfully  executed  than  heretofore,  the  con¬ 
tractors  generally  endeavoring  to  perform  their  duties  with  fi¬ 
delity,  and  evincing  a  willingness  to  correct  any  defects  that 
have  been  pointed  out  by  the  City  Engineer  and  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  ;  and  we  would  here  pay  a  tribute  to  the  care  taken 
by  these  officers  in  their  supervision  of  the  work,  and  although 
circumstances  have  arisen  in  themselves  unpleasant,  they  have 
never  hesitated  fearlessly  to  perform  their  duties. 

The  labors  of  your  committee  have  been  considerably  light¬ 
ened,  and  they  have  been  relieved  of  much  care  and  vexation 
by  the  untiring  zeal  and  fidelity  of  these  officers,  and  we  can 
earnestly  recommend  them  as  faithful  and  conscientious  pub¬ 
lic  servants,  and  deserving  of  the  consideration  of  those  who 
shall  succeed  us  in  the  Council. 

"We  would  suggest  that  a  greater  liberality  in  the  appropri¬ 
ations  should  be  extended  to  this  Committee,  as  during  the 
past  year  they  have  been  unable  to  do  justice  in  the  proper 
cleansing  and  repairing  of  the  streets  from  an  insufficiency  of 
funds.  This  will  be  apparent  on  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
two  Street  Commissioners,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
is  now  a  deficit  of  $3,708  55,  and  one  month  of  the  year  un¬ 
provided  for. 

Accompanying  this  are  the  reports  of  the  City  Engineer 
and  the  Street  Commissioners,  which  we  commend  to  your 
careful  consideration.

The  Commissioners  of  the  First  and  Second  District  would 
respectfully  call  your  Committee’s  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  making  some  changes  in  the  ordinances  of  the  city  relating 
to  streets,  in  consequence  of  the  Street  Commissioners  being 
added  to  the  City  Engineer  as  a  Board  of  Inspection  for  all 
streets  under  contract  for  paving  and  curbing.  Your  Com¬ 
missioners  have  to  bestow  the  most  part  of  their  time  to  the 
performance  of  this  most  important  duty  ;  they  have  not  much 
time  to  serve  notices  for  repairing  sidewalks  and  attend  to  the 
reporting  of  parties  to  the  Mayor  or  Aldermen  of  the  city  for 
refusing  to  remove  nuisances  and  for  throwing  filth,  ashes  and 
garbage  on  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city. 

By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  April  18th, 
1867,  section  3d,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  serve  notices  personally  on  the  owner  of  property, 
his  agent  or  attorney,  if  resident  in  the  county,  to  have  the 
sidewalks  repaired  or  re-curbed.  The  Commissioners  may 
have  to  go  many  times  before  they  can  serve  a  notice  personally. 
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We  would  recommend  that  an  act  of  Assembly  be  passed 
making  the  seiwice  of  notices  legal  when  left  at  the  residence 
of  the  party  to  be  served :  if  living  in  the  city  limits  such 
service  either  to  be  personal  or  to  any  adult  member  of  the 
family,  and  if  not  a  resident  of  the  city,  to  be  left  on  the 
premises. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Police  Department  to  take 
charge  of  the  streets,  in  so  far  that  the  police  officers  and 
watchmen  report  all  parties  throwing  filth,  ashes  or  garbage 
on  the  streets,  or  refuse  to  remove  nuisances  when  in  front  of 
their  premises,  and  if  they  neglect  to  perform  this  duty  to  be 
a  cause  for  dismissal.  This  duty  is  performed  by  the  police 
of  other  cities.  The  Commissioners  have  not  time  or  physical 
ability  to  attend  to  the  faithful  performance  of  that  duty.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  or¬ 
dinance  of  Councils,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following 
report  of  the  business  of  the  Solicitor’s  Office  during  the  past 
year: 

Of  cases  other  than  those  for  grading  and  paving  and  liens 
of  the  same  character,  there  were  very  few  that  were  undis¬ 
posed  of  at  the  time  of  my  last  report.  Of  those  remaining 
open  at  that  time  the  most  important  were  the  suit  against  the 
First  National  Bank,  involving  the  right  of  the  city  to  impose 
a  tax  upon  National  Banks.  It  was  argued  before  the  Supreme 
*  Court  at  Pittsburgh,  in  the  fall  of  1865,  before  four  of  the 
Judges.  The  Court  being  divided  in  opinion,  it  was  ordered 
for  re-argument  before  a  full  bench  at  Philadelphia,  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1867.  An  opinion  was  delivered  in  November  last,  in 
which  it  was  held  that  the  city  had  no  right  to  levy  a  tax  upon 
national  banks.  Chief  Justice  Woodward  and  Justice  Thomp¬ 
son  dissenting. 

Another  very  important  case,  Cassidy  vs.  The  City  of  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  was  submitted  to  the  Supreme  Court  upon  printed  ar¬ 
guments  at  the  session  of  1866.  The  suit  is  for  bounty  under 
the  act  of  May  1,  1866,  and  the  questions  raised  are  as  to  the 
validity  of  that  act.  The  City  of  Pittsburgh  is  interested  to 
the  amount  of  over  $100,000  00 ;  but  as  other  localities  are 
also  interested  to  large  amounts,  the  court  h m  ordered  the 
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ease  for  argument  at  Philadelphia  on  the  15th  day  of  January, 
1868,  at  which  time  all  cases  involving  the  same  questions 
will  be  heard. 

The  case  of  William  Finch  vs.  The  City,  which  was  brought 
during  last  year  and  which  was  referred  to  in  my  last  report, 
is  a  suit  for  the  balance  of  contract  for  grading  and  paving 
Smith  street.  It  was  alleged  that  the  amount  allowed  him 
was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  work  actually  performed,  and  the 
Street  Committee  directed  that  payment  should  be  resisted. 
The  case  was  called  for  trial  during  last  spring,  and  after  tak¬ 
ing  a  considerable  amount  of  testimony  the  plaintiff  took  a 
non-suit.  He  has  since  brought  a  new  suit  which  will  probably 
be  tried  next  summer.  ♦ 

There  are  no  old  cases  of  any  importance  remaining  undis¬ 
posed  of. 

During  the  present  year  several  suits  have  been  brought 
against  the  city. 

Myers  vs.  The  City  was  an  action  to  recover  the  value  of  a 
horse  which  broke  its  leg  on  Diamond  street  by  breaking 
through  the  ice  which  had  accumulated  there  from  a  defective 
water  plug.  After  an  examination  of  all  the  facts  it  was 
deemed  proper  to  pay  the  sum  demanded,  $200  00,  which  was 
done,  and  the  case  settled. 

McWharton  vs.  The  City  is  a  suit  to  recover  damages  for  an 
accident  to  the  plaintiff*,  caused,  it  is  alleged,  by  obstructions 
on  Breckinridge  street  improperly  left  there  by  the  Street 
Commissioners.  The  case  was  on  the  trial  list  last  spring,  but 
the  plaintiff  was  not  ready  for  trial,  and  it  was  continued. 
From  all  I  can  learn  of  the  facts  I  am  of  opinion  that  he  is 
not  entitled  to  recover. 

Arthurs  vs.  The  Oity  is  a  suit  by  Dr.  Arthurs  for  some  al¬ 
leged  neglect  of  the  city  authorities  in  the  care  of  Grant 
street  during  the  winter  of  1866  and  1867.  As  the  plaintiff 
has  not  filed  a  declaration  and  declined  to  give  any  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  case,  I  am  unable  to  state  the  ground  of  his 
complaint. 

Graham  vs.  the  The  City,  is  a  claim  for  bounty,  and  will 
depend  upon  the  result  of  Cassidy’s  case. 

During  the  year  a  suit  was  brought  on  behalf  of  the  city 
against  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for  the  amount 
of  expense  of  repairing  old  State  sewer.  It  raises  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Compauy  is  bound 
to  keep  the  State  sewer  in  repair,  and  will  be  tried  during  the 
coming  year. 
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During  last  year  (1866)  only  one  suit  upon  railroad  coupons 
was  brought,  which  was  not  disposed  of  at  the  time  of  my  last 
report,  H.  W.  Souther  being  the  plaintiff*.  He  has  since  ob¬ 
tained  judgment  for  $8,706  31.  During  this  year  suits  have 
been  brought  and  judgments  obtained  by  the  following  par¬ 
ties  :

All  the  judgments  heretofore  obtained  against  the  city  for 
railroad  indebtedness  have  been  compromised,  or  are  held  by 
parties  under  arrangements  for  compromise. 

During  the  year  the  Controller  has  compromised  bonds 

amounting  to  $ - ,  leaving  outstanding  and  unsettled 

bonds  issued  to  railroad  companies,  amounting  to  $ - .  Ho 

claim  has  yet  been  made  upon  any  of  these,  and  it  is  not  known 
by  whom  they  are  held.  It  is  expected  that  whenever  they 
are  presented  a  compromise  can  be  effected,  and  that  those 
parties  who  are  still  attempting  to  enforce  payment  of  the  full 
amount,  will  eventually  find  it  to  their  interest  to  accept  the 
very  liberal  terms  of  compromise  offered  by  the  city. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  collected  on  account  of  muni¬ 
cipal  liens  the  sum  of  $22,368  62,  as  follows  :

The  greater  part  of  this  amount  was  collected  without  costs 
to  the  parties.  I  have  always  regarded  it  as  my  duty  not  to 
bring  suits  unless  the  money  could  not  be  otherwise  collected, 
<or  it  was  necessary  to  preserve  the  lien  of  the  claim. 

I  have  during  the  past  year  brought  only  forty-one  suits, 
which  must  he  regarded  a  very  small  number,  when  we  con¬ 
sider  the  large  amount  of  money  collected,  that  it  was  col¬ 
lected  from  several  hundred  different  persons,  and  that  the 
claims  are  not  placed  in  my  hands  until  the  parties  are  delin¬ 
quent  in  paying  to  the  City  Treasurer.  Of  this  number  seven¬ 
teen  cases  remain  unsettled,  a  large  part  of  which  are  suits 
lately  brought,  and  four  of  these  not  returnable  until  the  first 
Monday  of  January. 

During  the  year  two  contested  cases  of  municipal  claims 
have  been  tried.  The  City  vs.  ¥m.  Carr,  for  grading  and 
paving  Penn  street,  was  submitted  upon  a  case  stated  for  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  but  has  not  yet  been  decided.  The 
City  vs.  Wm.  Ward,  was  a  claim  for  paving  a  side-walk  on 
Centre  avenue.  The  defense  to  the  claim  consisted  in  an  alle¬ 
gation  that  the  side- walk  was  destroyed  by  the  neglect  of  the 
city  authorities  to  repair  the  street.  The  jury  found  a  verdict 
for  the  defendant.  For  the  amount  of  the  claim  we  havO  a 
right  of  action  against  the  Minersville  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  which  is 
bound  to  keep  the  street  in  repair,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  a  suit  he  instituted  to/  the  recovery  of  the  amount.  I 
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shall  submit  the  matter  to  the  Street  Committee  at  an  early 
day.  Of  the  suits  brought  this  year,  only  two  have  been  con¬ 
tested.  The  City  vs.  Zug,  for  grading  and  paving  Walnut 
street,  in  which  the  defense  is  that  the  work  was  not  done  in 
accordance  with  the  contract  and  in  an  improper  manner,  and 
the  City  vs.  Faas,  for  paving  side-walk  on  Henry  street,  in 
which  it  is  alleged  that  the  side-walk  wTas  destroyed  by  neglect 
of  the  Street  Commissioner  to  make  proper  repairs. 

During  the  year  an  ordinance  was  passed  directing  the 
Treasurer  to  make  personal  demand  for  the  payment  of  assess¬ 
ments  for  grading  and  paving  streets.  It  has  operated  bene¬ 
ficially,  facilitated  collections  and  saved  expense  to  the  citizens. 
I  have  heretofore  recommended  that  the  same  course  be 
adopted  for  all  assessments,  and  would  again  recommend  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose. 

The  damages  for  the  opening  of  Bedford  street  have  been 
paid,  the  street  opened  and  graded  and  paved.  This  is  a 
great  improvement,  and  will  greatly  enhance  the  value  of 
property  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  matter  of  the  opening 
of  Roberts  and  Webster  streets,  Wylie  and  Duncan,  and  the 
widening  of  Gibbon  street,  appeals  have  been  taken  by  parties 
interested  in  damages.  A  large  amount  of  testimony  has 
been  taken  in  each  case,  and  they  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Court.  It  is  expected  that  the  Court  will  render  decisions  in 
time  to  complete  the  improvements  early  in  the  spring. 

An  Act  of  Assembly  was  passed  and  approved  May  6th, 
1867,  enlarging  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and 
submitting  the  same  to  a  vote  of  the  people.  The  middle 
district,  consisting  of  the  10  wards  of  the  city,  the  borough 
of  Lawrenceville,  and  Oakland,  Pitt,  Peebles,  Liberty  and 
Collins  townships,  voted  in  favor  of  consolidation.  Some  of 
the  citizens  of  the  district,  who  were  opposed  to  consolidation, 
filed  a  Bill  of  Equity  in  the  Supreme  Court  to  restrain  pro¬ 
ceedings  under  the  act,  alleging  that  its  provisions  were  un¬ 
constitutional,  and  the  act  void.  The  case  was  argued  at  the 
last  term  of  the  Court,  and  a  decision  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
respondents.  The  Bill  was  dismissed,  and  the  validity  of  the 
act  sustained. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  Consolidation  Act  I  had  been 
ordered  to  digest  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city.  I  had 
completed  the  work  of  digesting  the  laws. 

As  this  is  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Councils  of  the 
city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  you  will  soon  yield  your  power  to  the 
new  Councils  elected  under  the  act  consolidating  the  city,  I 
may  be  permitted  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  city  affairs  in  all  its  departments,  and  to  hope 
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that  the  enlarged  city  may  continue  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
good  government  and  grow  in  wealth  and  population  until 
she  takes  the  position  which  her  advantages  entitle  her  to 
occupy  among  the  cities  of  the  nation. 

I  will  also  ask  the  privilege  of  here  recording  a  testimony 
of  respect  to  our  late  fellow-citizen,  John  McCargo,  Esq.,  who 
for  many  years  has  served  the  city  in  one  of  its  most  impor¬ 
tant  offices.  The  duties  of  his  office  were  such  as  to  bring  me, 
as  City  Solicitor,  into  most  intimate  relations  with  him,  and 
knowing  his  arduous  duties,  and  knowing  how  he  performed 
them,  I  can  bear  intelligent  and  conscientious  testimony  to  his 
unswerving  integrity,  his  indomitable  energy,  and  his  active 
zeal  for  the  interests  of  the  city,  as  a  man,  as  a  citizen,  and  as 
an  officer  of  the  city  government,  I  hold  his  memory  in  un¬ 
qualified  esteem,  and  regard  his  loss  at  this  time  as  a  public 
calamity.

ORDER  APPOINTING  COMMISSIONERS. 

And  now,  February  8,  1868,  the  foregoing  petition  havinr 
been  presented  in  open  Court,  the  Court  do  hereby  appoin. 
David  N.  White,  of  Sewickly,  Alexander  Gordon  of  'Wilkins 
Township,  and  John  Walker,  Jr.,  of  Elizabeth,  as  Commis¬ 
sioners,  under  the  provisions  of  the  33d  section  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  approved  April  6th,  1867,  and  do  constitute  them 
a  Commission  for  the  purpose,  and  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  therein  prescribed.  Per  Curiam. 
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To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  District  Court  of  Allegheny 

County : 

The  undersigned  commissioners  appointed  by  your  honor¬ 
able  Court  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
approved  April  6,  A.  D.  1867,  entiled  “A  further  supplement 
to  the  acts  incorporating  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  extending  its 
boundaries,  enlarging  its  corporate  powers,  et  cetera/’  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  report: 

Section  33  of  said  act  required  your  commissioners — 

First.  To  inquire  into  and  ascertain  what  amount  of  muni¬ 
cipal  debts  and  other  liabilities  and  of  annual  interest  charge¬ 
able  thereon  was  owing  by  each  of  the  several  cities,  boroughs 
and  townships  included  in  the  boundaries  of  the  consolidated 
city. 

Second.  To  inquire  into  and  ascertain  what  municipal  pro- 
erty,  real  and  personal,  including  lauds,  lots,  public  squares, 
common  grounds,  wharves  and  landings,  water  works,  market 
houses,  city  halls,  poor  houses,  lire  engine  houses  and  all  other 
public  buildings,  (excepting  school  houses)  was  owned  or  held 
by  each  of  the  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  aforesaid,  to  de¬ 
termine  the  value  thereof  and  the  average  net  annual  revenue 
derived  therefrom. 

In  determining  the  value  of  such  property  your  commis¬ 
sion  was  required  to  take  into  consideration  the  net  average 
annual  revenue  derived  therefrom  or  the  amount  in  cash  which 
would  probably  be  obtained  for  it  if  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction,  or  both,  as  it  might  seem  most  equitable  and  just  to 
all  parties  interested. 

Third.  When  the  value  of  the  property  owned  or  held  by 
each  of  said  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  aforesaid  should 
have  been  determined,  your  commission  was  required  to  sub¬ 
tract  the  amount  from  the  ascertained  indebtedness  of  each 
respectively,  and  the  remainder  should  be  allowed  and  taken 
as  the  amount  of  the  separate  indebtedness  of  each  in  excess 
of  the  value  of  the  property  owned  and  held  by  each. 

Fourth.  When  such  excess  or  separate  indebtedness  of  each 
city,  borough  or  township  was  so  ascertained  and  determined, 
your  commission  was  required  to  compare  said  excess  or  sep¬ 
arate  indebtedness  with  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable 
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property  in  each  respectively,  according  to  the  latest  valuations 
of  assessors,  as  the  same  should  appear  in  the  official  records 
of  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  ratio  or  proportion  be¬ 
tween  said  indebtedness,  and  the  value  of  the  taxable  property 
should  then  be  determined  and  when  so  determined  your  com¬ 
mission  was  required  to  fix  upon  and  set  forth  such  a  rate  of 
special  tax  to  be  separately  levied  and  collected  in  each  of  the 
said  cities,  boroughs  and  townships  respectively  as  should  be 
sufficient  to  pay  and  discharge  all  the  separate  debts  and  lia¬ 
bilities  of  each  in  some  reasonable  and  stated  time  not  exceed¬ 
ing  in  any  case  a  period  of  fifty  years. 

Fifth.  It  was  then  made  the  duty  of  the  commission  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  your  honorable  court  a  full  statement 
of  all  its  proceedings  and  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  debts 
owing  and  of  the  property  owned  by  each  of  the  said  cities, 
boroughs  and  townships,  and  of  such  rates  of  special  tax  to  be 
separately  levied  and  collected  in  each  as  they  deemed  most 
equitable  and  just  to  all  parties  interested. 

Immediately  after  receiving  this  appointment  and  being 
duly  qualified,  your  commission  organized  on  the  25th  day  of 
February,  1868,  by  appointing  one  of  their  number,  D.  N. 
White,  Esq.,  Chairman,  and  Thomas  S.  Bigelow,  Esq.,  to  act 
as  Secretary. 

Letters  were  immediately  addressed  to  the  proper  officers 
of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  the  borough  of  Lawrenceville,  and 
the  townships  of  Collins,  Liberty,  Pitt,  Oakland  and  Peebles, 
being  all  the  municipalities  and  townships  included  in  the  con¬ 
solidated  city,  requiring  distinct  answers  as  to  the  amount  of 
their  debts  and  liabilities  and  also  of  the  amount  and  character 
of  all  the  municipal  property,  and  the  average  annual  income 
from  such  property  for  the  last  three  years. 

Your  commission  has  continued  to  meet  at  stated  times  in 
the  city  of  Pittsburgh  from  that  day  up  to  the  date  of  this 
report,  having  visited  the  borough  of  Lawrenceville  and  the 
several  townships,  as  occasion  required.  All  necessary 
public  documents  have  been  examined  and  whenever  it  was 
deemed  necessary  municipal  officials  have  been  examined 
under  oath. 

In  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  and  the  borough  of  Lawrenceville1 
where  regular  books  were  kept  we  found  no  difficulty  in  ar¬ 
riving  at  accurate  information  ;  but  in  the  townships  our  only 
recourse  was  to  receive  the  separate  statements  of  supervisors 
and  the  reports  of  auditors.  Happily  their  transactions  were 
small  and  their  indebtedness  trilling,  or  the  labors  of  your 
commission  would  have  been  greatly  protracted.

CITY  OF  PITTSBURGH. 

The  city  of  Pittsburgh  being  the  principal  party  to  this  union 
of  independent  municipalities  of  course  required  the  greatest 
part  of  the  labors  of  your  commission,  we  take  pleasure  in  say¬ 
ing  that  every  possible  facility  was  afforded  us  by  the  corporate 
officers,  and  that  clear  and  full  statements  under  oath  of  the  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  city  and  lists  of  its  property  with  the  annual 
average  income  were  furnished  us  by  the  controller,  Thomas 
Steel,  Esq.,  at  our  request. 

Your  commission  visited  and  examined  personally  all  the 
city  property,  made  minute  investigations  into  its  original  cost, 
into  its  past  and  present  average  income,  and  into  its  present 
probable  value. 

In  estimating  its  value,  we  took  into  consideration  both  its 
cost  value  as  property,  where  this  could  be  done,  as  well  as  its 
value  to  the  city  as  affording  a  certain  income. 

Your  commissioners  felt  this  to  be  the  most  responsible  part 
of  their  duties,  and  they  weighed  the  matter  long  and  well, 
sought  for  light  from  every  quarter,  compared  opinions  with 
each  other  and  finally  arrived  at  unanimous  conclusions. 

They  are  thoroughly  satisfied  that  their  estimates  are  not 
too  high,  although  some  persons  who  have  not  given  the  mat¬ 
ter  much  consideration  may  be  surprised  to  learn  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  city. 

By  examining  the  statement  below  ^Table  Ill)  of  the  total 
value  of  the  poperty  of  the  city,  excluding  the  last  five  items, 
which  include  absolute  fixed  sums,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have 
estimated  the  value  of  the  city  property  at  $2,119,812  12.  The 
average  annual  income  of  this  property,  taking  the  income  of 
the  last  three  years  as  a  basis,  is  $121,984  49,  being  about  five 
and  one-half  per  cent,  profit  on  our  valuation.  Add  to  this 
the  actual  profit  the  city  derives  annually  from  her  gas  fran¬ 
chise  which  is  $9,375  00,  and  we  havea  regular  annual  income 
of  over  six  per  cent,  on  our  valuations,  although  $200,000  00  of 
this  property  is  contained  in  the  poor  farm,  engine  houses,  et 
cetera,  and  is  wholly  unproductive. 

We  do  not  make  these  statements  as  any  apology  for  our 
;i  valuation,  for  it  needs  none,  but  as  showing  that  it  is  moderate 
when  compared  with  the  income,  although  in  every  case  where 
we  could  do  so  we  based  our  estimate  on  the  actual  cash  value 
— what  we  thought  the  property  would  fetch  in  the  market,  if 
offered  at  public  sale.  The  tables  below  show — 

First.  The  net  average  annual  income  of  the  city  from 
property. 

Second.  The  total  indebtedness  of  the  city. 
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Ihird.  The  total  value  of  the  city  property  as  estimated 
and  ascertained  by  the  commission,  together  with  the  separate 
indebtedness. 

Fourth.  The  taxable  valuation  of  the  city  for  1868,  as  taken 
from  the  books  of  the  County  Commissioners,  and  the  rate 
of  special  tax  fixed  by  the  commission.

The  Commission  fix  an  Annual  Special  Tax  of  three  mills, 
which  will  pay  off  the  separate  indebtedness,  interest  and 
principal,  in  twenty  years. 

In  closing  this  part  of  their  Report  the  Commission  may  be 
permitted  to  express  their  surprise  and  gratification  in  finding 
the  city  in  so  excellent  a  financial  condition.  The  opinion 
has  largely  prevailed  that  the  city  was  overwhelmed  with 
debt,  and  so  burthened  as  to  depreciate  the  value  of  city  prop¬ 
erty,  and  the  reluctance  to  come  into  the  city  and  to  share  its 
responsibilities  evinced  by  the  country  districts  has  no  doubt 
mainly  arisen  from  this  erroneous  view  of  her  position. 

Your  Commission  found  a  full  treasury,  meeting  promptly 
every  lawful  demand,  properties  of  immense  value,  yielding 
large  net  annual  incomes  over  the  expense  attending  their  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  a  sinking  fund  established  which  will  of 
itself  pay  off  the  municipal  debt  in  about  fifty  years,  leaving 
nothing  but  the  interest  to  be  provided  for,  and  all  this  with  a 
less  number  of  mills  of  direct  tax,  including  school  tax,  than 
some  of  your  Commissioners  pay  for  the  privilege  of  residing 
in  the  country. 

It  is  not  within  the  purview  of  our  duties  to  express  any 
opinion  on  the  subject  of  consolidation,  as  we  have  no  per¬ 
sonal  interest  in  the  matter,  but  we  could  not  say  less  in  jus¬ 
tice  to  our  feelings  of  what  is  due  to  the  municipality,  than 
to  pay  this  tribute  to  her  soundness  as  regards  her  financial 
situation. 
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BOROUGH  OF  LA  WHENCE  VILLE. 

This  enterprising  corporation  has  accumulated  a  consid¬ 
erable  debt  within  the  last  few  years  for  the  improvement  of 
her  streets  and  landings ;  but  as  the  expenditures  were  in  the 
main  judicious  and  have  greatly  enhanced  the  value  of  the 
property  and  promoted  the  convenience  of  her  citizens,  her 
special  tax  will  not  be  considered  onerous. 

Her  authorities  claimed  a  credit  for  some  items  which  we 
declined  to  allow,  such  as  plans  for  the  Second  ward,  sewer 
castings,  gutter  boxes  and  office  furniture,  but  as  the  Commis¬ 
sion  had  declined  to  consider  the  far  larger  claims  for  the 
same  items  and  for  lamp  posts,  etcetera,  we  deemed  it  just  to 
pass  them  by. 

And  we  may  here  say,  that  the  Commission  did  not 
consider  that  it  was  consonant  with  the  spirit  and  intent 
of  the  law  that  they  should  search  out  every  little  item  of 
property  from  a  lamp  post  to  a  wheelbarrow  and  a  shovel, 
visiting  all  the  dusty  offices  and  estimating  every  piece  of  fur¬ 
niture,  etc. 

The  relative  proportion  between  the  parties  would  not  have 
been  changed  thereby,  while  our  labors  and  this  report  would 
have  been  greatly  prolonged. 

We  have  not,  therefore,  included  in  the  assets  of  any  of 
the  districts  the  comparative  trifling  items  referred  to  above. 

Among  the  assets  of  Lawreneeville  we  have  allowed  the 
full  cost  of  her  wharves,  as  they  were  just  finished  and  in 
prime  condition,  and  may  be  supposed  to  be  worth  all  the 
cost. 

The  tables  below  show — 

First.  The  amount  of  the  municipal  debt  of  Lawrence- 
ville  and  the  annual  interest  chargeable  thereon. 

Second.  The  total  amount  of  municipal  property  ascer¬ 
tained  and  estimated,  and  the  amount  of  her  special  indebt¬ 
edness. 

Third.  The  taxable  valuation  of  the  borough  for  1868, 
with  the  rate  of  special  tax  fixed  by  the  Commission.

The  Commission  fix  a  special  tax  ot  two  and  one-half  mills 
for  one  year,  which  will  pay  off  the  aoove  indebtedness. 

In  closing  this  part  of  their  report  the  Commission  may  be 
permitted  to  revert  to  a  subject  which  received  some  attention 
from  them,  to  wit :  The  interest  possessed  by  the  new  districts 
incorporated  into  the  city,  in  the  County  Home.  These  dis¬ 
tricts  bore  their  full  share  in  creating  this  valuable  property 
and  it  seems  to  your  commission  but  equitable  that  they  should 
be  remunerated  in  some  way  for  their  outlay.  This  is  a  matter 
which  concerns  the  consolidated  city  authorities  and  the  county 
Poor  Directors,  and  no  doubt  an  equitable  adjustment  can  be 
made,  if  all  parties  are  so  disposed. 

p.  In  conclusion,  the  Commission  considered  it  proper  to  direct 
the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the  new  districts  to  the  fact 
that  when  they  became  participants  in  a  debt  of  the  consoli¬ 
dated  city  of  two  millions  and  a-half  of  dollars,  they  also  be¬ 
came  joint  owners  of  property  to  an  equal  amount — a  property 
which  produces  au  annual  net  income  sufficiently  large  to  pay 
the  interest  on  this  indebtedness.

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Thus  the  new  districts  are  not  burdened  in  the  least  by  their 
new  obligations. 

But  this  is  not  all ;  the  sinking  fund,  established  by  act  of 
Legislature,  with  an  accumulated  fund,  now  amounting  to 
$133,000,  will  wipe  out  the  entire  principal  of  the  railroad 
debt  in  fifty  years  or  less. 

The  interest  is  provided  for  in  the  annual  net  income,  and 
the  principal  is  provided  for  in  the  sinking  fund ;  so  that  really 
the  new  districts  by  the  act  of  consolidation  became  the  joint 
owners  of  a  princely  estate,  which,  when  it  is  relieved  from 
debt  by  the  quiet  action  af  the  present  judicious  arrangement, 
without  any  burden  to  them,  will  yield  a  splendid  income  to 
be  applied  to  still  further  grand  improvements  for  the  adorn¬ 
ment  and  benefit  of  this  great  and  growing  city.
